Citizens Of Victoria 
Most Heavily Taxed 


Gtatistics Show All Western Cities 
Bearing Highest Tax Burder 

With a per capita tax of $e 
Victoria, B.C., is the most heavily 
ed city in the Dominion, while Char- 
lottetown, P.E.L, with a tax per head 
of $58.80 occupies the enviable pos! 
tion of being at the bottom of the list 
of 17 cities, according to statistics ds- 
sued by the Canadian Research In- 
stitute, 

Montreal, the largest city in Canada, 
has a comparatively low tax burden 
with $86.43) per capita, Toronto is 
eighth in the list of 17 with a per 
capita assessment of $106.89, and Van- 
couver is taxed at the rate of $120 per 
head. 

The western cities are bearing the 
highest tax burden, it is stated in the 
report. 

The data from which the satisiles 
were compiled were based on muni- 
cipal, provincial and federal taxation 
fizures, The report of the institute 
states that per capita costs are not 
an infallible guide in judging the effi- 
ciency or inefliciency of various gov- 
ernments, and that their main value is 
the indication of the trend of costs, 
problems in different municipalities 
and, naturally, also solving 
problems arising.

| which they are prepared to invest In 
Western Canada, if conditions are to 
their liking, represents a very consid- 
erable sum. The party 1s one of a} 
number which have been and will be 
brought to Canada by the Canadian Na 
tional Railways colonization and tatid | 
setilement department during the! 
year, and they represent the type of | 
agriculturalist who has had long ex-| 
perience under conditions similar to} 
those obtaining in the section where! 
they contemplate settling and who, In) 
addition, has sufficient capital to com- 
mence farming of an intensive char- 
acter, 

At the present time the National 
system is the only organization seek- 
ing to attract this desirable type of 
settier from the United States by 
means of personally conducted tours 
which permit the prospective buyer to 
see for himself what tfe country has 
to offer, 
evident from the fact that of the last 
party of 34 farmers to Eston last} 
month, seventy-five per cent, have al- 
ready purchased land in that territory 
and have either moved there with 
their families and equipment or are 
preparing to do so.

More Friendly To British 


People of United States Adopt Friend- 
lier Attitude of Late 

A friendlier sentiment towards the 
British empire in general and Great 
Britain in particular has developed in 
the United States during the past sev- 
en years, Elder told a 
gathering Canadian parliamentar- 
jans at Ottawa.

Will Make Aeroplane Noiseless 


French Guarding Secret of 
Propeller Just Invented 
French military aviation authoritles 
are guarding with the closest secrecy 
the new invention of a silent aeroplane 
propeller enabling noiseless night 
bombing raids. If this proves sue- 
cessful anti-aircraft artillery will be 
unable to find a target at the tremend- 
,ous heights raiding machines fly, far 
above the reach of the most powerful 
Searchlights. 

Heretofore anti-aireraft fire was 
directed by microphones detecting the 
sound of the propellers and actuating 
the range finders and directors, 

The new air ix’ metal made 
from a solid forging. The exact rea- 
son for its silence js not divulged, but 
it is believed to be due to the absence 
of tip flukes and the keen leading 
edges of the propeller blades whose 
knife-like sharpness enables them to 
cut the air with’the least possible dis- 
‘turbance,

A stliking and highly significant chart has just been issued based on re- 
turns made to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, and one which 
should convey a sharp lesson to all parents and to thousands of youths and 
young men, 

This chart, which is easily understood, ts in two parts. Part one sets 
forth the average hourly rate paid eight trades in each of thirteen Canadian 
cities, while the second part shows the average hourly rate of wages paid labor 
in building trades in these thirteen cities, 

The first part, while interesting and instructive, does not carry the same 
important object lesson to people as does the second part, It does show 
that the average hourly wage is higher in Winnipeg than elsewhere ‘in Can- 
ada, with Regina second, Toronto, Calgary and Edmonton tied for third place, 
Vaucouver fourth, and with Victoria, Hamilton, Otfawa, Montreal, St, John, 
Halifax and Quebee following inthe order named. In the five cities first 
mentioned the average hourly rate of wage is in excess of ninety cents, includ 
ing laborers, while in Quebec, the lowest, it is sixty cents.

Old Age Pensions 
Conditions Under Which Pensions Are 
Granted In Great Britain 

A notice has just been issued by the 
minister of health in Great Britain 
drawing attraction to the conditions on 
which old age pensions may be grant- 
ed to insured persons who are of the 
age of seventy or over; under the Con- 
tributory Pensions Act. Advices trans-
